OFFER AS RECEIVED UNDER MY OWN BRAND. 


Mains: Bales are lotted, stacked and catalogued 
according to instructions supplied by the grower. A 
minimum of four bales is required for each lot. 

Groups: As far as possible “’straight’’ bales of any 
one type are interlotted with other growers’ bales to form 
good sized lots. Bales found to be of mixed qualities 
are binned. 

Should there not be sufficient bales to make a lot 
(six bales) these also are binned or starred. 


RECLASS AND WHERE POSSIBLE OFFER UNDER MY 
OWN BRAND. 


The Wool is reclassed and where sufficient bales 
of one line or more are obtained is catalogued under the 
grower’s brand. Offsorts are binned. 


BIN AND OFFER UNDER THE ASSOCIATION’S 
BRAND, N.Z.F. 


In this case the whole clip is binned and with simi- 
lar type wools from other growers is pressed and cata- 
logued under our N.Z.F. Brand. Each bin type becomes 
a lot on the show floor and the grower is paid according 
to the weight he has in each type. 


GROUP OR USE DISCRETION. 


The wool is inspected on arrival into store and is 
dealt with in the manner it is considered will give the 
grower the best return. 


IMPORTANT 


Where you are selling wool under your own brand 
and wish it to be shown in the Catalogue as NO BRANDS 
or BRANDS REMOVED, it is important that this in- 
struction be clearly marked on your specification. This 
will ensure that the lot is correctly marked in the 
catalogue. 


FORWARD SPECIFICATIONS URGENTLY 


Please post your specification to reach us before 
your wool is received by us, or alternatively, hand it to 
the carrier to give to us at the time he delivers your 
wool to store. 

Having the specification with your instructions 
when your wool is received enables us to handle your 
wool promptly without the delay of block stocking, 
awaiting your instructions. 


CLASSING PERSONNEL 


A picked staff of eight trained classers is main- 
tained on a permanent basis and all classing is carried out 
to standard types. This uniformity of classing is reflected 
in the spirited bidding by the buyers of our reclassed and 
binned wools, and has often resulted in top prices being 
paid. 


PREPARATION OF WOOL CLIP 


Skirting: Wherever possible skirting should be 
done in wool shed. To do this in the store entails you in 
extra expense. 

We will be pleased to discuss with you any skirting 
‘problems you may have. 

Please Note: Please keep Necks, Pieces, Bellies and 
Lox separate. 


BALE WEIGHTS 


The maximum and minimum bale weights allowable 
under the Regulations are: 
FLEECE: MAXIMUM 400 Ibs. 
MINIMUM 200 Ibs. 
ODDMENTS: MAXIMUM 450 Ibs. 
MINIMUM 200 Ibs.

LAMBS WOOL FEBRUARY SALE 


Up to 1,000 bales of lambs’ wool are eligible for the 
February Sale over and above the normal February Sale 
quota: 


(a) A minimum of 6 bales of the same type of lambs’ 
wool qualifies as a Main. 


(b) Lesser numbers of bales can be grouped with the 
same type of wool to qualify as a 6 bale Main. 


_(c) Any bales for reclassing or not qualifying under (a) 
or (b) must be held for April Sale. 


WET WOOL 
Do not shear damp sheep, but if this is unavoidable, 
endeavour to dry the wool before pressing. 


Improper sheeting of rail trucks is quite often the 
cause of wet wool. Please ensure that your cartage con- 
tractor sheets the trucks properly by using two sheets— 
one is not sufficient. 


CARTAGE BY RAIL 


Please instruct carriers not to load wool into dirty 
trucks (coal or lime).
